CASTINGS PLANT 
STRIKERS IGNORE 
ORDER FROM WLB 


Board Demands 400 Re- 
turn to Jobs and Let 
Proper Agency Settle 
Wage Dispute. 


Production of steel castings and 
fittings for use at refineries and 
advanced naval bases was halted 
today at the Key Co., 2700 Mc- 
Casland avenue, East St. Louis, as 
400 striking employes ignored a 
War Labor Board order to resume 
work and allow their wage dis- 
pute ta be considered by the 
proper authorities. 

The strike began shortly after 
noon yesterday when 200 foundry 
workers walked out, forcing the 
remaining 200 production em- 
ployes off their jobs. This move 
came as a surprise to Government 
officials who, after a meeting 
with the foundry workers on Sun- 
day, felt confident there would 
not be a stoppage this week. 

The foundry workers, members 
of the AFL Molders and Foundry 
Workers’ International Union, vot- 
ed 175 to 9 to strike last week, 
under provisions of the Smith- 
Connally Labor Disputes Act, 
when the company failed to fulfill 
a regional WLB directive of June 
7, ordering a §5-cent hourly in- 
crease retroactive to April 1, 
1943. The company has held up 
compliance with the _ directive, 
pending Office of Price Adminis- 
tration and Office of Economic 
Stabilization action on its request 
for price relief. 

A union representative said the 
strike was not against the com- 
pany, but the Government agen- 
cies which had “kicked around” 
their wage dispute for nearly 19 
months. ‘‘We have gone to every 
agency involved and been told a 
different story by different agen- 
cies,” he said. | 

At the Sunday meeting, he re- 
lated, the men learned for the 
first time that it was not a mat- 
ter of “when” they would receive 
the increase, but of ‘‘whether” 
they would receive it. 

Thrown out of work by the 
stoppage are members of four 
other AFL unions — machinists, 
pattern makers, electricians and 
operating engineers. These em- 
ployes also were awarded the 5- 
cent retroactive increase, still not 
being paid. 

In a telegram sent yesterday to 
Edward Heisler at Belleville, in- 
ternational representative of the 
foundry workers’ union, the WLB 
said the 5-cent increase had been 
awarded subject to approval of the 
Economic Stabilization Director. 
The board declared the stoppage 
a violation of labor's “no strike” 
‘pledge and ordered the strikers 
back to work. 

Labor board officials in Wash- 
ington said they believed the 
union leaders were under a false 
impression that price relief had 
been denied to the company, 
whereas actually the  board’s 
regarding the in- 
crease had not yet been submitted 
to the Stabilization Director.

Burglars Surprised in Tavern.

Chief of Po- 
lice L. E. Pyle of Du Quoin told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter’ that 
Louis Reid, an employe of the tav- 
ern, had entered the place after it 
had been closed and discovered 
three men tampering with a safe. 

The men opened fire on Reid, 
the Chief said, and he returned 
their fire with a .25 caliber auto- 
matic revolver.

If St. Louisans and radio listeners expected 
something new and fresh in campaign argu- 
ments to emerge from Gov. Dewey’s speech here 
last night, they were sadly disappointed. 

The Republican candidate's issues and _ slo- 
gans are beginning to look frayed and shop- 
worn after the strenuous usage they have under- 
gone. ; He trotted most of them out again at 
Kiel Auditorium, with only a few touches of 
renovation here and there. 

There was the old cry about “Communists 
and fellow travelers” taking over the New Deal, 
although it is a red herring which by this time 
has an aroma all its own. 

There was the reiterated remark about “the 
tired and quarrelsome New Deal,” with some 
documentation of its quarrelsomeness. Nobody 
approves of intergovernmental quarreling, least 
of all the President. It shouldn’t be minimized, 
and neither should it be exaggerated. The 
basic fact is that, despite the feuds, the jobs of 
mobilization, war production and economic con- 
trol have been done so well that the war's tide 
has been turned. Ask Hitler if Washington bick- 
ering has made America helpless. 

There was also the most moth-eaten and bat- 
tered of all the Dewey issues—the charge that 
men will be kept in the Army unnecessarily after 
the war ends. Gov. Dewey flays that dead 
horse in virtually every speech, almost as if he 
thought his election depended on getting enough 
people to believe that Maj. Gen. Hershey’s 
blundering remark of Aug. 21—‘We can keep 
people in the Army about as cheaply as we 
could create an agency for them when they are 
out’’—is official policy. 

That had been repudiated before Dewey 
originally raised the alarm, in his speech of 
Sept. 7. The War Department’s demobilization 
plan, issued Sept. 6, provided that “no soldier 
will be kept in the military service who is not 
needed to fulfill these (military) requirements.” 

Mr. Roosevelt in his speech of Oct. 6 pointed 
out further repudiations: 

The Murray-George bill, introduced last May 
20 and now the law, provides: “The War and 
Navy departments shall not retain persons in the 
armed forces for the purpose of preventing un- 
employment or awaiting opportunities for em- 
ployment.” 

The administration approved the bill, and 
Director of War Mobilization Byrnes on June 
12 said: “Their (servicemen’s) orderly release 
at the earliest possible moment consistent with 
the effective prosecution of the war has ever 
been the primary consideration of both the 
President and the Joint Chiefs of Staff.” 

Secretary Stimson, a Republican, has called 
the charge “absolutely untrue.” Gen. Hershey 
himself, also a Republican, has stated the re- 
mark was only a personal opinion in a field out- 
side his responsibility, that his view had not been 
accepted, but had received undue publicity. 

The General was on record even earlier as 
opposing such a plan. Unfortunately for Mr, 
Dewey’s thesis, the only bill for making dis- 
charges dependent on jobs was introduced by a 
Republican, Senator Davis of Pennsylvania. The 
War Department vigorously opposed this plan, 
and Gen. Hershey on Aug. 31 wrote a letter to 
the Military Affairs Committee urging that the 
bill not be passed. : 

Gov. Dewey, continuing the argument despite 
all this, has dredgéd up an old statement by 
Frederick A. Delano, chairman of the now de- 
funct National Resources Planning Board, re- 
viewing the pros and cons of demobilization, and 
giving the case for delay in order to provide 
jobs. But he did not quote’the section of this 
report, issued in June, 1943, which gave the case 
for rapid demobilization, in some detail. Nor did 
he quote the conclusion: “If the rate of de- 
mobilization is faster than men can be absorbed 
into industry, it is better to stimulate employ- 
ment than to retard demobilization.” 

So it is clear that Gov. Dewey was again up 
to his cheap trick of tearing a statement from its 
context and so reversing its meaning. 

In any event, the Delano statement—both sides 
of it—is irrelevant, since rapid demobilization 
is the official policy. The whrle argument is 
irrelevant, too, except for raising needless fears 
among the families of servicemen and for rous- 
ing distrust of the Government among soldiers. 
Is that what the candidate is aiming at in his 
dangerous and demagogic harping on the theme? 
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A Regret Over Rommel

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Time to Think. Twice 


In his suggestion that the WPB’s reconversion 
plans “give strong recognition to the need of 
many American farmers for increased.supplies 
of farm machinery,” President Roosevelt makes 
out what is a good case on the whole. Farm- 
ers who “have not been able to fill their normal 
repiacement programs” for fmplements do need 
such relief in the face of high-level demand 
which will continue for some indefinite time. 

Certain needed cautions, however, are absent 
from the message. The occasion did not require 
stating them, but they apply nevertheless. Farm- 
ers as a class would be foolish to buy machinery 
in excess of conservatively estimated replace- 
ments. Otherwise, many may find themselves 
in the fix of those who made down payments 
on high-priced implements during World War I 
and could not pay out after the catastrophic 
slump in 1920 and 1921. Though agricultural 
prices have not been allowed to go as far out of 
line in this war, it is still beyond belief they 
will remain as high as they are now. 

The message does properly imply, of course, 
that demands for farm products will remain 
higher than before the war {ff we can maintain 
full employment. Even assuming full employ- 
ment, present production levels of certain sta- 
ples would still leave surpluses. The letter recog- 
nizes this by saying “it is to be expected that 
this country will remain a substantial exporter 
of agricultural products.” 

That expectation becomes valid only if we are 


‘Which characterized Vichy’s four years. 
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actually ready to commit ourselves to stiff export 
subsidies for some of the main staple crops. 
Remaining a substantial exporter leaves the 
question wide open. But if we become a very 
much less substantial exporter than we now are, 
some of our farmers are going to have to find 
other occupations, So all in all, farmers will 
probably save themselves heartache and the 


country a headache if they sleep several nights’ 


on it before converting their war bonds into 
shiny new cultivators and combines. 
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Restoring Goods to the Jews 

The French Provisional Government is strug- 
gling with many urgent problems, but few have 
proved more complicated than that of restoring 
to Jews their possessions confiscated by Vichy 
at Hitler’s behest. 

The De Gaulle regime issued several decrees 
for the restoration, and has done its utmost to 
give them practical and resultful application, but 
the trouble is in the determination of facts. So 
difficult have these become that the new Con- 
stituent Assembby has established a special legis- 
lative commission which is now busily trying to 
unravel the tangled mess. 

The restoration, according to the decrees, 
should be “immediate,” but this can be effected 
only in simple cases, such as those of Jews wish- 
ing to move back to houses or flats that have 
remained vacant since their eviction. But when 
a dwelling unit has been occupied by others, it 
takes a court order to @vict the new tenant. 

Almost always in such cases, G. H. Archam- 
bault recently reported to the New York Times, 
“the occupants of Jewish homes plead ‘good 


faith’ and argue that they were not aware of. 


the circumstances.” Similar pleas come from 
those who bought at auction any of the real es- 
tate or goods confiscated by Vichy and sold by 
its Commissioner General of Jewish Affairs. 

These agents of evil boasted about the way 
they deliberately mixed up the records of the 
auctions, so that if the Allies won the war, it 
would take years to sort things out. “Nor was 
it any secret,” continued the dispatch, “that the 
successive commissioners for Jewish affairs di- 
verted part of the proceeds of the sales, possibly 
not for their own use, but certainly for that of 
collaborationist organizations.’ For example, 100 
million francs went to the “Workers Committee 
for Urgent Aid,” a sort of economic militia of the 
Vichy regime. 

Possession remains nine points of the law, and 
the De Gaullist officials find it hard to construct 
a formula for canceling sales ordered by Vichy, 
which after all was a de facto government. The 
new legislative commission is exploring every 
avenue to this end and, not being bound by 
the Anglo-Saxon ban against ex post facto laws, 
may find a way to unscramble this evil omelet 
of race-based spoliation. 

The new Government is hard at work stamp- 
ing out every possible trace of the anti-Semitism

over, Jews are being given full credit for the 
fine part they played in the resistance move- 
ment during the years of the underground, and 
for their units in the French Forces of the In- 
terior since the D-day landings.

LST’s After the War 


Shipping authorities in Washington have con- 
cluded that the LST’s, which have been of such 
noteworthy service to our war effort, may prove 
most useful to our coastwise and Great Lakes 
shipping after the war. 

Steamship owners’ representatives are already 
making inquiries of the Maritime Commission, 
War Shipping Administration and the Surplus 
Property Administration, but no price will be put 
on these amazing crafts until a cost formula has 
been developed to base it on. 

The LST’s can be run onto a beach, open spe- 
cial portal-type bows and load or unload cargo 
on dry land. Cargo of g ship of similar carrying 
capacity would have to be put ashore by lighters, 
a tedious and expensive procedure, 

Among those expressing interest in acquiring 
these implements for amphibious war are Pacific 
coast shiplines handling lumber; steamship and 
truck lines serving New York City and New Eng- 
land, which vision the converted LST’s as carry- 
ing loaded truck trailers of freight to Long 
Island Sound ports of New England, where truck 
units would haul them to destination; and Great 
Lakes interests, for the transport of automobiles, 
There are reports also that the Chinese Govern- 
ment thinks they might be of great value in 
handling river traffic on the Yangtze.

$25,000 on the present campaign, 
most of it going for radio time. 

Now, however, that problem has 
been largely taken off his shoul- 
ders. E. B. McNaughton, president 
of the First National Bank, a 
banker with a liberal slant and 
more political sense than most 
bankers, has formed a committee 
to raise funds for Morse. 

There is another Senate contest, 
between Guy Cordon, Republican, 
who was appointed last year to 
the seat made vacant by the death 
of the veteran Senator Charles L. 
McNary, and Willis Mahoney, 
Democrat, Cordon is considered an 
almost certain winner. 

Perhaps because of the pres- 
ence of Morse on the ticket, Dew- 
ey is expected to get some labor 
support inthis State. The AFL 
vote, it is predicted, will divide 
60-40, as compared with 75-25 four 
years ago.

CHICAGO, Oct. 17 (AP).—The 
American League, offering one of 
the most spectacular pennant bat- 
tles in major league history, drew 
a 1944 paid attendance of 4,798,158 
—approaching the circuit record 
and topping last year’s total by 
more than a million fans. 

President Willlam Harridge, an- 
nouncing attendance figures to- 
day, emphasized that the official 
total did not include 197,075 fans 
who attended war relief games, 
which made an actual paid attend- 
ance of 4,995,233. The league rec- 
ord is 5,433,791 for the 1940 season. 


Last year’s official attendance 
was 3,695,569, or 1,101,589 fewer 
than whirled the turnstiles in the 
recently closed campaign which 
produced a four-club race down to 
the final week. The /1943 attend- 
ance, including war/relief games, 
was 3,840,286. 


508,491 Service Me 

Harridge pointed out at 1944 
attendance also excluded 508,491 
service men admitted free as 
guests of the clubs. 

The Detroit Tigers, who were 
edged out of the championship 
by the Browns on the final day of 
the season, finished with an amaz- 
ing home attendance of 923,176 to 
set the pace in the banner season 
and surpass their 1943 following 
by approximately 300,000 fans. 

Attendance at American League 
parks topped the National League 
by 619,414, figures released by 
President Foard Frick of the senior 
loop’ disclosed. Both Detroit's 
Tigers and New York’s Yankees 
beat the New York Giants, the Na- 
tlonal League leader, in the num- 
ber of fans paying to seé the ma- 
jors play.

Although ‘the flag-winning 
Browns finished fifth in home at- 
tendance with 508,644, their in- 
crease over 1943 was almost as 
great as Detroit’s—a jump of ap- 
proximately 294,000 from last 
year’s attendance of 214'392. It 
was the largest season attendance 
for the Browns since 1924. 

National League Figures. 

National League figures showed 
New York drew 733,598 fans this 
year, and other clubs: Pittsburgh 
653,912, Chicago 640,110, Brooklyn 
618,193, St. Louis 486,851, Cincin- 
nati 431,297, Philadelphia 369,586, 
and Boston 245,197. The Cardinals 
dropped 58,168 from their 1948 at- 
tendance of 545,019. 

Harridge said that “in many re- 
spects I consider the 1944 season 
the greatest in American League 
history. Not only did we have an 
attendance which approached our 
1940 high, but we enjoyed a great 
race from the start of the season 
with the pennant up for grabs un- 
til the closing day.” 


Harridge said the attendance in- 
crease was remarkable in view of 
the fact that “millions of poten- 
tial fans” had departed for over- 
Seas service since last year, 

“And when you consider that 
upwards of 10 million men in all 
have been lost as potential] fans 
since the war began,” Harridge 
declared, “it seems incredible that 
the 1944 attendance should be only 
around 500,000 less than the rec- 
ord year of 1940.” 
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Record of St. Louis Best. 

In cities having two teams in 
the major leagues, St. Louis was 
third in combined attendance. 
New York, naturally, led with 1,- 
523,593; Chicago was second with 
1,203,649; St. Louis had 995,495; 
Boston was fifth with 752,172 and 
Philadelphia’s two teams drew 
874,908. 


In each of the cities the Ameri- 
can League entry’ had the larger 
crowds, with the exception of Chi- 
cago where the Cubs of the Na- 
tional League drew 640,110 to 563,- 
539 for the White Sox. 


It is significant that in Boston, 
where much doubt had been ex- 
pressed that St. Louis could handle 
the whole World Series, the at- 
tendance was 243,000 behind this 
city and the metropolitan area of 
Boston boasts a population of 2,- 
350,514 while that of St. Louis is 
listed as 1,367,977; Chicago 4,499,- 
126; New York 11,690,520 and 
Philadelphia 2,898,644. 

So on a basis of attendance as 
compared to population St, Louis 
was far and away the best base- 
ball city.

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Commission Gives Hints on 
How to Act During State’s 
2-Day Deer Hunting Season 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17 (AP).—It has been eight years since 
Missouri has had a deer season, so the State Conservation Commis- 


sion decided it would be peachy to 


give hunters a list of helpful hints 


on how to behave during the open dates, Nov. 3-4. 


In the first place, explains the 
‘commission, it is well to be able 
to distinguish a deer from, say, 
your mother-in-law. Examine the 
creature closely, the commission 
urges in its instructions issued to 
all hunters. If it is dressed in a 
red jacket, hold your fire. No 
deer dearing “a conspicuous red 


garment” should be shot at “until 
the hunter can clearly count the 
points of the horns.” 

Okay, there’s the deer. It isn’t 
attired in red, and it has a neat 
assortment of horns. Shall we 
fire? Mercy, no! squawks the 
C. C. Remember there is a law 
which says no firearms shall be 
discharged within 150 yards of a 
farmhouse. Look around, check 
for farmhouses. 

Now, if the deer has waited 
patiently through all this, let him 
have it. But don’t rush up im- 
mediately and claim the animal, 
because “a wounded deer... often 
will fight when at bay. Their 
sharp horns and hooves make 
them very dangerous. A wound- 
ed deer should be finished with a 
well-placed shot from a safe dis- 
stance.”

STREET FIGHTING 
IN ATHENS ENDED 
BY BRITISH ARMY 


Troops Landed From 150 
Warships Break Up 
Clashes Between Rival 
Greek Factions. 


ROME, Oct. 17 (AP).—British 
troops, landed from more than 150 
warships, patrolled the streets of 
Athens today, after breaking up 
clashes between rival Greek fac- 
tions. 

The fleet of*warships included 
units of the Royal Navy and Cana- 
dian, South African, Greek, French 
and Polish naval craft. 

The first units._of British troops 
debarked at the port of Piraeus 
yesterday and paraded through 
Athens between lanes of cheering, 
palm-waving Greeks, 

The arrival of the’ British 


stopped armed clashes between ri- 
val Greek factions in the civil 
square. Order was restored with- 
in a few hours. 

The fleet was under the com- 
mand of Commodore Geoffrey 
Oliver, and the landing forces un- 
der the naval command of R. Adm. 
J. M. Mansfield. 

Among the ships was the British 
cruiser Orion, which was almost 
sunk by German dive bombers in 
1941 while loaded far beyond ca- 
pacity with British troops being 
evacuated from Crete. The Orion 
barely made port in Alexandria. 

The landing yesterday was com- 
pletely bloodless. But dispatches 
from Greece said the Germans 
during their fast week of occupa- 
tion had machine-gunned more 
than 500 Athenians and burned 
scores of homes. 

Stephen Barber, Associated 
Press correspondent, said Greece 
is not starving, but that disastrous 
inflation has set in. 

He quoted these prices for food 
One pound of olive 
oil, one billion drachmas; one 
pound of fish, six billion drach- 
mas; one loaf of black bread, one 
billion 500 million drachmas., 

As a result of the worthlessness 


'of the drachma, normally valued 
'at a little less than 20 cents, ex- 
tensive barter sprang up. But with 
'the whole transportation system 
‘unhinged, even this device breaks 
' down.

Colonel Hansen, a jovial official with nothing of 
the air of a pedant, would suggest that he is 
its “president.” 

Colonel Hansen paused in his thumbing, 
whuckled and tossed a ietter across the desk. 
"Would you kindly send me information,” the 
G. I. writer asked, “as to the course or courses 
I might take in conjunction with or on feminine 


psychology?” 

Not quite typical, he remarked, but not un- 
usual, either, among the thousands of requests 
for educational guidance that pour into this 
headquarters of the United States Armed Forces 
Institute—better known to G. I. Joe as “Foxhole 


University.”

AS COMMANDANT of the A. F. I., Colonel 
Hansen is “prexy” for—as nearly as he can esti- 
mate—750,000 soldiers and sailors who are keep- 
ing up with their educations as students of dear 
old “Foxhole VU.” 

The nickname of this G. I. alma mater, he 
hastened to add, is no misnomer, for more than 
half its student body is overseas and many of 
the 5000 enrollment blanks for courses ranging 
from elementary grammar to advanced calculus 
that pour in every week actually are filled out 
in foxholes or in tents pitched close to the front 
lines. 

The same boys who a few years ago were 
absorbing knowledge in the cloistered halls of 
American colleges are studying A. F. I. lessons 
amid the chatter of machine guns and the crash 
of artillery. Colonel Hansen treasurs a letter 
written by an infantryman on the Anzio beach- 
head while the American invasion forces were 
pinned down there by the Nazis. 

“It’s funny,” he wrote, “but I can concen- 
trate best when I’m driven into my hole by 
artillery fire and have to stay there for hours, 
I keep my books and a typewriter in the hole 
and just start studying when the shelling begins.”

THE ARMED FORCES Institute opened 
fn. April, 1942, by putting out a catalogue listing 
sixty-three correspondence courses. Today it 


offers 230 courses of its own—including several 
in psychology—as well as some 7000 college ex- 
tension courses provided by eighty-five co-operat- 
ing universities. 

About 275,000 service men have enrolled for 
the former, receiving paperbound textbooks and 
lessons which might be filled out and returned 
to the A. F. I. The institute grades these as- 
zignments and sends them back to its students. 
Nearly 50,000 more are taking the extension 
courses, many of them at graduate levels. The 
A. F. I. and the enrollees split the college fees. 

Colonel Hansen estimates, and admits it is 
@ rough guess, that 500,000 more are using A. 
F. I. textbooks and other materials in group 
atudy classes organized in camps, outposts and 
on shipboard, the institute being a joint Army- 
Navy project. 

What kind of courses does G. I. Joe prefer?

“DON’T ASK ME why,” €olonel Hansen said, 
“but the most popular A. F. I. course by far is 
bookkeeping and accounting. We thought for a 


while this might be because the heaviest enroll- 
ment came at first from headquarters companies 
made up largely of Army clerks, but bookkeep- 
ing stayed at the top of the list even with the 
boys in the foxholes.” 

The appeal of the n@éxt most popular courses, 
algebra, arithmetic and radio and telegraphy, 
is easily explained, since the Army requires 
knowledge of these fields for many jobs. But 
Colonel] Hansen just shakes his head over book- 
keeping, venturing only the thought that, if 
A. F. I. experience is any guide, the United 
States is going to be overrun with bookkeepers 
after the war. 

Most of the other requests for courses—rang- 
ing from sewage. disposal to raising mink—that 
come to the A. F. I. can be explained, if not 
always anticipated. 

“There was the time we opened our branch 
jin Australia (the A. F. I. now has branches in 
the nine major war theaters),” Colonel Hansen 
related. “All our calculations were thrown off 
by the heavy registration for courses in air con- 
ditioning and refrigeration. We hadn't counted 
on what would seem the world’s best job to men 
in the jungles of New Guinea.”

SOME OF THE RECORDS kept by “Fox- 
hole U.” would giladden a statistician‘s heart. 
Every week 60,000 textbooks, a freight-car load, 
are shipped to its students. Half of them go 
overseas. The institute has received 414,000 


completed lessons from its students. They are 
corrected by members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Colonel Hansen considers eight months rea- 
sonable time for a G. I. to complete one of the 
A. F. I. courses. Thus far only 10 per cent of 
the students have completed their courses in 
this time, and only 20 per cent finish them at 
the end of a year. 

This relatively low completion rate does not 
particularly worry Colonel Hansen, however, 
since the institute was founded as much as 
a morale booster as in the hope that service men 
would complete its courses. 

“We are satisfied,” he said, “if the A. F. I 
courses provide men with constructive diversion 
‘during dull or trying periods and at the same 
time help to keep alive their interest in con- 
tinuing their education after the war.”

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Treatment 
For Disease 


Of the Skin

r It occurs almost exclusively in 
adults, who are otherwise in the 
best of health. In any large skin 
clinic about 5 per cent of the 
patients will be suffering from 
psoriasis. 

Although many people think 
psoriasis is contagious it is not. 
Therg is no danger from coming 
into contact with people with 
psoriasis. As far as anybody 
knows it is hereditary or at least 
tends to occur in families. What 
Oliver Wendell Holmes said is ap- 
plicable here: “We are all omni- 
buses in which our ancestors ride; 
every now and then one of them 
sticks his head out and embar- 
rasses us.” 

Not that there need be anything 
embarrassing wbout psoriasis, al- 
though many of its victfms seem 
to think there is. It is unquestion- 
ably an unsightly eruption. The 
sore of psoriasis is usually round 
or oval, varying from the size of a 
pea to the size of a coin, even to 
large patches covering extensive 
areas of the body. Some of them 
are ringlike enclosing areas of 
normal appearing skin. They 
never form blisters and heal with- 
out scarring. Nor does it itch in 
most instances, nor cause any cop- 
stitutional disturbance. It dis- 
turbs the victim’s peace of mind 
because it is so mysterious and 
unsightly. 


SORIASIS is a chronic skin 
disease which is very common,

IN LOCATION it often grows 
around the nail bed and often 
causes brittle, scaling nails. Fre- 
quently in this location it is mis- 
taken for ringworm, even by doc- 
tors. 

Everyone who has it wants to 
know the cure. My mail always 
contains three or four letters a 
day from people who think I must 
be in on a secret that their own 
doctor doesn’t know. It is very 
flattering, but I do not know any 
secret. The writers of these let- 
ters seem to think there muat be a 
method of curing their affliction. 
It goes away leaving perfectly 
healthy skin where before there 
was an eruption. It usually goes 
away in the summer, and the vic- 
tim the first time or two thinks 
he is rid of it forever, but the next 
winter there it is sitting on the 
door step of the victim's peace of 
mind. 

While permanent cure is unrea- 
lizable, ideal proper management 
can make the patient much more 
comfortable. It appears in an 
acute and a chronic form. In the 
chronic form bathing and removal 
of the scales with a soft, bristled 
brush is indicated. Applications 
of medicine to the affected skin 
areas are usually of an irritating 
kind and may have to be rubbed 
in very vigorously.

NATURAL SUNLIGHT is a good 
form of treatment. So is salt wa- 
ter bathing, so the person at the 
seaside has all the advantages. A 
complete suntan is curative in the 
limited sense that it may drive the 
disease away: for several years. 

A diet rich in vegetables and 
low in proteins and fats is bene- 
ficial in some cases. Large doses 
of vitamins, more than that which 
would under any ordinary circum- 
stances be in the diet have also 
proved valuable in many in- 
stances. Especially used are vi- 
tamins A, C and D. Large doses 
of Vitamin B or thiamine chloride 
in combination with a low fat diet 
have helped in preventing recur- 
rences. 

All this seems very logical be- 
cause when one sees a case pf 
psoriasis one 
that it must be of nutritional ori- 
gin—perhaps from the endocrine 
or ductless glands.

Hungarian Singer, Now in "Waltz King," Made Her American Debut in St. Louis.

ETURNING to St. Louis is 
R almost like a homecoming to 
Singer Margit Bokor, who is 
now appearing in “The Waltz 
King” at the American Theater. 
Although it is a few thousand 
miles from her real home near 
Budapest, Hungary, it was in St, 
Louis that the dark-haired, danc- 
ing-eyed soprano made her first 
United States appearance, in the 
Grand Opera company production 
of “Pagliacci,” an appearance 
which preceded her entry into 
the Metropolitan Opera, concert 
tours, and, more recently, lighter 
musical productions. 
“Il arrived in this 
Nov. 11, 1939, and sang here 
Nov. 13,” she _ recalled, as 
lunched together and she 
to overcome her “feeling of em- 
barrassment at, talking about 
oneself so long.”

WASHINGTON, Monday. 


ESTERDAY I went to the 

National Gallery of Art to see 

the exhibition of paintings 
done by Army Air Forces paint- 
ers. I was very much impressed 
by the collection. I hope there 
will be many more such paintings 
for us to see in the-future, be- 
cause there are still many activ- 
ities that are not covered and 
have never been covered, as far 
as I know, in paintings. Photo- 
graphs and movies will never be 
quite the same as paintings done 
by men who have lived with their 
subjects, who have seen the coun- 
try and know at first hand how 
the men working and fighting 
there actually feel. 

The series of paintings done in 
the Aleutians are wonderful 
studies of rain, gray skies and 
snow and shadows. They have 
the feel of cold and gloom which 
so many men write about from 
there. You could not have more 
interesting subjects than are por- 
trayed in the many portraits, and 
they are treated with evident 
sympathy and interest by the 
artists. Planes have been used
